Hello Brian and Anchorites, 

Regarding the removal of the rf,if,osc. boxes in the BC-348,don't be 
afraid to do it!It's simple but takes a little time.First unsolder the 
wires of the box you want to remove.Turn the Band switch all the way to 
either the CW or CCW position.Take out the set screw of the switch shaft 
and carefully slide out the shaft.The switch wafers will stay put if 
you don't disturb them.The contacts have enough grip to keep the wafers 
in place.Remove the grounding strap underneath and the mounting screws 
of the box you want to work on and carefully lift it out. 

I've had to do this on several -348's in order to replace those infamous 
paper caps and also some APC's. The APC has an interesting failure mode. 
The small retaining ring that holds the rotor in position (looks like a 
nut but isn't) cracks and looses its grip on the rotor shaft causing it 
to short.I couldn't figure out how to £ix them so I just replaced them. 

Installation is just hte reverse process and if the switch shaft gets 
hung up loosen the mounting screws of the offending box and wiggle it 
a bit while gently pushing the shaft in.Lock the shaft in place and 
rotate the band switch a few times before tightening the boxes down so 
that it finds its natural position. 

Hope this is useful.The BC-348 is my favorite WWII radio.

Hi Mike and the the List, My HQ-170A -VHF has the Saran wrap tube shields 

on everything except the 6C4 first Osc. I was getting some high level noise on 
all bands and scrounged up a bayanet type shield, the only kind I had, and 
force fitted over the 6C4. I could hear the difference. Things got quitter, 
etc. 

My manual, doesn't show a picture of the tube layout and wheter they need 
shields or not. I guess my question is am I over heating the tubes or are the 
shields necessary for proper operation.**x* In the military rigs, I think they 
were 

mostly used just to keep the the tubes in the sockets in rough times. \ 


I will say this, the tubes in my receiver with the shields on are to hot to 
touch. 
surely thats got to be bad? Who is the expert on this topic?
